Her Name Was Zenobia, and She Was the Handsome 
leader of a Most Desperate Gang. 


SHE CERTAINLY HELPED HERSELF MOST LIBERALLY. 


While She Lived Her Many Depredations Greated a Reign of Terror Among 
the Stockmen of Colorado and Wyoming. 


The men who own cattle in Routt County, Col., and 
Brown's Park, Wyoming, are breathing freely once 
more because they are rid of one of the cleverest cattle 
rustlers in the country—a woman who knew her busi 
ness and who helped herself to whatever she wanted. 

This peerless queen of the rustlers ruled with an iron 
hand. She was as fearless as she was clever. She was 
ingenious in planning and daring in execution. Hers 
was the brain that conceived the organization and 
directed the operation of as bold and successful a gang 


of cattle thieves as ever raided the range. She used her 


hands as well as her head, for she led her forces in per- | 


son and participated in the work. 

She could master an “outlaw” or stick to a cow pony 
with the skill of a veteran “puncher.” Toa tenderfoot 
a trained cow pony in action Is as difficult to ride asa 
bucking broncho, for it goes into a herd like a collie 
into a flock, picks out the animal wanted and follows it 
as closely as a greyhound turning a jack rabbit, until 
the steer is cut out of the bunch, To stay with a cow 
horse through the intricacies of the sudden turns and 
unex pected twists, as it darts here and there through a 
herd, is a feat that requires nerve and experience 
Zenobia—that was her name—possessed the former and 
acquired the latter. 

When she was with her men on a foraging expedition 
she would rope and throw a steer quicker than her fol- 
lowers and put the hotiron on his skin with her own 
hands, She was an expert at altering brands—an 
operation quite as necessary in ber business as brand- 
ing mavericks and calves. 

The coat of arms of this queen of the range was 
Z% Bar K—the Z branded on the shoulder of an animal, 
the bar on the ribs und the K on the hips. A big cattle 
syndicate in the Green River country, known as the 
Haas outfit, ran a brand that consisted of two bars on 
the shoulder. The transformation of these parallel 
bars into a Zand the addition of the Bar-K were not 
difficult operations, and by this method innumerable 
of the Ilaas steers were turned into the range where 
Zenobia'’s herds were run. 

Zenobia was so shrewd in her operations that no evi- 
dence was ever obtained that would secure her convic- 
tion, although it was notorious among cattlemen of the 
country that she was the leader of the rustlers who 
preyed upon them. Once she was tried, but acquitted - 
guilty but not proven. However, three of her gang 
were convicted and sept to the penitentiary for five

Only one in- 
stance of trickery is recorded. One 
man agreed to divulge informa- 
tion to the authorities which he 
claimed would implicate a number 
of cattlemen in a piece of vigilante 
work, and he was locked up in Jail 
at Grand Junction for protection. 
One night the jail was broken into 
and the traitor taken out. He was 
never again heard of.

Rash, Isam and a man named 
Lige Thompson, who was suspected of connection with 
the gang, ignored the notices. Riding from the post- 
office to his ranch one day Thompson was fired at three 
times, but was not hit. Rash was shot down from 
ambush and killed a few days later. “Nigger” Isam was 
assassinated in his cabin. About this time a band of 


the Indians, who bad left their reservation in Utah and | 


come to Colorado to hunt, had burned Thompson's 
cabin, and between whistling bullets from unseen 


assailants and the torch of the redskins he felt that the | 


country was becoming uncomfortable, so he moved 
away. 

The famous ranch was located In the extreme north- 
western corner of Culorado, on Vermillion creek, a 
stream which runs down from Wyoming. Fifteen 
miles north of Ladore, the name of the postoffice estab- 
lished by the family at their ranch, the stream winds 
around the base of Black mountain, on top of which is 
alittle park called Beaver basin. The basin Is sur- 
rounded by high clifis, and is reached only by a num- 
ber of trails over rocky steeps and rough ground, Into 
this park, which contained excellent pasture and 
shelter, the gang drove and kept a portion of its stolen 
cattle. 

It had a similar hiding place in Colorado, nearer 
home, in Zenobia basin, an isolated spot on Douglass 
mountain, west of the Escalante hills. Green river 
comes down from the north and into it runs Bear river, 
flowing westward, Zenobia basin lying just above the 
junction point and being cut off on two sides by these 
rivers, each of which runs for miles through a deep 
block canon. On one occasion the gang learned that 
the authorities were on their trail, and they drove all of 


the stolen cattle which bore brands other than their | 


own out of Zenobia basin to the brink of the Green 
river canon and on the flat rocks killed them and piled 
up the carcasses as if fora 
huge barbecue. Pinon 
wood in great quantities 
was heaped over and 
around the dead animals 
and a fire kept burning 
until only the bones were 
left, for no cattle owner 
could identify such re- 
mains. 

Joseph McKnight, acon- 
nection by marriage, was 
shot and narrowly escaped 
death a few years ago, al- 
though the affair did not 
grow out of the cattle busi- 
ness. He had married the 
daughter and was a brutal 
fellow with a jealous dis- 
position. One day they 
were coming home from 
the ranch, he on a loaded 
wagon and she on horse- 
back, a young cowboy who 


riding with them, Coming 


made a long turn to avoid 
climbing a hill Mrs, Mc- 
Knight and her com- 
panion rode over the bill 
on a trail,and when Mc- 
Knight caught up with 
them he got out of the 
wagon, picked up his rifle 
and threatened to shoot one or both of them. A lively 
quarrel followed, in which the cowboy shot McKnight 
to protect the woman. McKnight was laid up for sev- 
eral months and bis wife secured a divorce from him 
on the ground of cruelty. 

The remoteness of the country, its sparse settlements 
and few inhabitants and its mountainous character 
combined to make the locality a most favorable one for 
cattle rustling, and for this reason it was carried on so 
successfully. Catthkemen were morally satisfied that 
their losses were due to the depredations of the gang, 
but they could not secure evidence acceptable to a 
court, Although it was of a circumstantial nature it sat- 
isfied them. The assassination of two of the members 
and the exile of others and the death of Queen Zenobia 
finally broke up the gang, and to-day cattle roam the 
hills and the valley ranges to be branded by their 
owners at the annual round-up.

Another change has been made in the date 
of the forthcoming battle tor the heavyweight cham- 
plonship between Jim Jeffries and Jack Munroe, The 
Yosemite A, C., under whose auspices the battie will 
take place, wanted to bring the big fellows together 
on June 1 because there would be more people in 
San Francisco at that time and fewer away on vaca- 
tions. June l was agreeable to the champion, as he 
had only time on his bands, but Munroe is earning $750 
a week traveling with a show, and it is easy money to 
take. Munroe asked that the battle be postponed a 
whole month in order to give him time to complete 
his contracts, but to this proposition Jimmy Coffroth 
would not acquiesce. The latter sent back a wire to 
Harry Pollock, Munroe’s manager, that he would con- 
sent to put the fight over a couple of weeks, but nota 
month. After a number of messages had been ex- 
changed it was agreed to fix the date at June 17, which 
will give the heavyweights two months to train in, 
though neither will use all this time, In spite of the 
fact that Jefiries is doped as a triple-plated certainty to 
win, he will do more bard work than his opponent, 

According to Billy Delaney, his trainer, Jeffries will 
retire within a year. Speaking of the matter Delaney 
said: 

“Tt is my intention to arrange that Jeffries do all his 
fighting within a year,and after this programme is 
carried out I am quite sure that the big fellow can 
retire as the undisputed champion and the greatest 
fighter of the age.”’ 

Delaney was asked what fights he had mapped out 
for the champion, He answered that if none could be 
arranged Jefiries would retire just the same within a 
a year. 

Just what tempts Delaney to announce Jeffries’ re- 
tirement a year hence is not known. Jeffries has been 
under Delaney’s observation for a long time, and often 
the latter bas intimated that the champion is getting 
too fond of a happy go lucky life, and tne veteran 
trainer has pointed out that this mode of living never 
hus helped along a fighter in his profession. 

The champion is now in bis thirtieth year—a time in 
life when a fighter’s habits count. Still, Jeffries does 
not fight as if his great physical powers were on the 
decline. 

Jeffries, in the meantime, ts training as faithfully as 
usual, for his bout with Munroe. Ile is quartered at 
Harbin Springs, where he combines pleasant pastimes 
with his work. He hunts, rides a bronco, and is fond 
of automobiling, an auto trip along the beach being 
part of bis daily routine.

Jack Munroe has gone West to begin prep- 
arations for bis fight with Jeffries, still sanguine that 
be will be returned the winner. Just before leaving 
New York he said: 

“T will not fear Jeffries, as a good many people 
might imagine. I have an idea that I can keep the big 
boilermaker busy for a good many rounds, I do not 
say that I will knock him out, although I certainly 
hope to.

from the time barn fights were the vogue all through 
the period of popular favor, when no public building 
was considered too exclusive in which to hold a so-called 
boxing contest, ergo, a fight, up to the present time, it 
appears as if the days of the twenty-five-round fights 
are numbered. San Francisco is the only place where 
the law allows contests to go over ten rounds, and even 
in that city long fights will be tabooed inside of the 
next two years, The day of the turf fights is past, and 
a better class of people now attend the up-to-date box- 
ing matches, 

Generally, in a first-class show, there are three or 
four preliminaries, and by the time the main bout is 
put on the spectators are perfectly contented to see ten 
rounds more and then go home. It’s wrong to think 
that there is no interest in the prelims. Boys who 
usually appear in these bouts have as many friends as 
the men in the main event, unless it should happen to 
be a championship affair, and there is Just as much in- 
terest in the local mixups as in the big fights. The 
crowds like variety, and it has come down to an issue 
where a club must have at least three good bouts on to 
draw a big house. The result is that short set-tos have 
become popular, and in nine cases out of ten the re- 
sults are the same asif the men had gone twenty-five

rounds. You can come pretty near getting a good line 
on a fighter in a ten-round bout, and if he amounts to 
anything at all he will finish his man inside of the ten- 
round limit. 

In Philadelphia, Chicago and Milwaukee six rounds 
are asfar as they can go. These contests have for 
years proved satisfactory to the crowds, and from what 
I have seen of them they will eventually result ina 
new style of figtiters. I have not given it a careful 
study, but I will venture to say that in the next few 
years you will see most of the leading fighters winning 
all their honors in six-round contests. Instead of being 
long-distance scrappers they will become regular six- 
round fighting machines, and beyond that they will 
not be much good.

As a factor in the disposition of heavy- 
weight championship affairs Gus Rublin has passed 
the period of usefulness. The showing he made the 
other night against Marvin Hart, of Louisville, settled 
forever his claims to pugilistic prominence and he can- 
not any longer be seriously considered as an aspirant 
for either the heavyweight or the middleweight cham- 
pionship honors.

Kennedy weighed over 250 pounds. While the passen- 
gers were trying to give relief to bim the train ran into 
the station. Several policemen and trainmen carried 
the unconscious man to a nearby drug store and an | 
ambulance was summoned from the hospital A 
doctor, who hurriedly arrived, said, after listening to | 
the heart and making other tests, that Mr. Kennedy | 
had died instantly from some form of heart disease. 

Mr. Kennedy was about forty-five years old. 
was born in the old Eighth Ward of New York. Asa 
young man he was prominent in the turbulent Eighth 
Ward politics. His fondness for athletic sports de- 
veloped when he was in an East Side public school. 
Kennedy went to work on the New York Timesina 
minor capacity about twenty-five years ago, and by 
steady attention to business and ability was promoted, 
until he finally ranked as sporting editor. He took 
special interest in baseball. It was at this time that he 
attracted the attention of Mr. Richard K. Fox, who | 
engaged him as baseball editor of the PoLICE GAZETTE. 
During bis term of incumbency, which lasted several | 
years, he contributed many splendid articles on the 
national game. Aboutten years ago he retired from 
newspaper work and devoted himself to promoting | 
sporting events. He was matchmaker of the Coney | 
Island A. C, during the hey day of its career, and ar- 
ranged many important championship matches. He 
was also matchmaker of the Yosemite A. C., of San 
Francisco, Cal. He was the promoter of many of the 
six~lay pedestrian and bicycle races held at Madison 
Square Garden and elsewhere, and was considered 
without a peer in conducting huge sporting entertain- 
ments.

The question whether or not John L, Sulli- 
van ever held the title of world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion has long been a mooted one, and notwithstanding 
my views on the subject, published not many weeks 
ago, letters frequently reach me from readers of the 
POLICE GAZETTE, who take issue with me on the 
opinion that he never won the title of champion of 
the world and therefore had no right to be so con- 
sidered. Frequently, as in the following case, I am 
confronted with an intelligent argument, and believing 
that a man who devotes thought to the consideration 
of a subject and time enough to give expression to his 
opinion is entitled to more than passing notice, I take 
pleasure in giving publicity to his views. The following 
letter may be interesting to those who have looked into 
the matter: 





MIDDLETOWN, Conn., April 12, 1904. 
DEAR Str—Being a reader of your paper for over 
ten years,a question has fallen under ~y eyes one 
hundred times if once. The question is: Was John L. 
ever champion of theworld? Youranswerisno. My 
opinion of it is as follows: Joe Goss was champion of 
ngland, having acquired the title from Jem Mace 
who had retired in 1866. Tom Allen was champion of 
America, having defeated Joe Coburn. Goss and 
Allen fought in this country and Goss beat Allen, 
thereby becoming the champion of America in addi- 
tion to the champion of England, a title he already 
held. At Collier’s Station, June 1, 1880, Paddy Ryan 
beat Goss for the championship of both England and 
America, with bare knuckles, under London prize ring 
rules. This made Ryan champion of the world, as | 
America and England were the only two countries 
recognized in pugilism. John L. fought Ryan for the 
world’s championship at ———- City in 1882. It 
was a bare knuckle fight and John L. beat the bo 
from Troy in nine hot rounds, and by winning th 
fight won the championship of the world. The only 
doubt that has arisen regarding Jobn L.’s real claim to 
the Spe agg, ey been relative to his two battles 
with Mitchell. bis is easily disposed of. Mitchell 
never was a world’s champion. He did hold the some- 
what precarious title of boxing champion of England. 
John L. met him in this country and would have 
whipped him to a standstill had not the police inter- | 
fered. In France Mitchell did manage to get off with a 
draw, but the two flukey attempts on the part of John 
L. to whip a man who really had no chance with him 
cut no figure, reversed or otherwise, with John’s 
escutcheon. Correct my mistakes (?) and publish the 
answer in your paper. Yours truly, . ae 
The only mistake “J. H.” makes is in the most im- 
portant detail of his argument, wherein he states that 
Goss was champion of England at the time he fought 
Allen for the championship of America. Jem Mace 
enjoyed that distinctive honor, having beaten Goss in 
twenty-one rounds, on Aug. 6, 1865, in England, and 


Allen five years later in America.

Young Corbett 
defeated me in our first battle at 127 pounds at 9 o’clock 
in the morning. That was seven honrs before the fight 
and five pounds over the featherweight limit. 

“There was nothing in the articles that called for a 
It was a handicap match pure 
and simple. I was compelled to go out of my class in 
order to secure a fight. Upto that time I had defeated 
every legitimate featherweight in the country. Before 


| I was of age I defeated three champions—Pedlar 


Palmer, bantamweight; George Dixon, featherweight, 
and Frank Erne, lightweight. 

“After my fight with Erne the Jatter came to me and 
offered me the title of lightweight champion. I re- 
fused it, saying that I would be compelled to meet men 
from fifteen to twenty pounds above my weight. Some 
of the fight promoters went as far as to try and match 
me against Joe Walcott. I was willing to fight the 
colored man, but he would not weigh in at 138 pounds 
ringside, and the match fell through. 

“When I outgrew the bantamweight division, I left 
the title to be competed for by the best boys in the class 
at that time. They were Tommy Feltz, Danny 
Dougherty, Steve Flannagan and Casper Leon. At the 
present day Corbett is as much of a featherweight as I 
ama bantamweight. If he is entitled to the feather- 
weight championship, then I am able to defend the 
title of bantamweight champion, which I relinquished 
to Danny Dougherty. 

“Tf Britt will only consent to meet me, I am willing 
to leave it to the public and fight any man put against 
me in order to get on a bout with the Californian. 
When I fought George Dixon I weighed in at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon at 118 pounds. The articles called for 
122 at the time, but we were both under weight when 
we stepped into the ring. 

“After that fight I never met a legitimate feather- 
weight. I was compelled to give away as much as ten 
pounds in order to getonamatch. In my fights with 
Tommy White, Eddie Santry and a number of others 
I got the worst end of the weight question, but I was 
willing to fight anyone put up against me. All the 
while, however, I realized that if I continued meeting 
men heavier than myself I would some day get a lick- 
ing. That cam2 when Corbett defeated me at Hart- 
ford. 

“After the battle a number of sporting and news- 
paper men came to me for an interviews on the feather- 
weight championship question and, while I claimed 
that the title was still mine, I gave all the credit due 
Corbett for beating me. I am willing to leave the 
question of my right to the title to a committee of 
newspaper men and fight anyone that the committee 
may select in order to prove my ability to hold the 
honors. I am still a featherweight and can reduce to 
the limit easily, despite reports to the contrary.”’
